"free coinage?" What is a "bimetalist'"' 
What is "ratio" as applied to currency? 
arc briefly and admirably answered in 
the following extract from the editorial 
page of the Baltimore Sun. 

'Free coinage," as applied to silver, 
ans that everybody shall he allowed 
to have his silver coined at the United 
Stab s mint into legal tender dollars free 
" arge, such dollars to contain 471 1-4 
grains of pure silver, if the prdsent ratio 
of 16 to 1 is retained. Dollars worth 87 1 
l-t grains of silver would lie worth in- 
trinsically from 56 to 58 cents would he 
legal tender— would have to be taken in 
payment of wages, bills, debts, etc., at 
100 cento. 'Free' coinage is opposed to 
coinage uuder such restriction as has 
lieen the rule in this country since l«7:i, 
in Qemany since 1S7I, in Kngland since 
1810 Its advocates wish such light sil- 
ver dollars to be coined as 'freely' as 
gold dollars now are. 'Unlimited coin- 
age' means simply coinage to any 
amount. An ounce contains 480 grains. 

" 'Biinetallist' is a term now common- 
ly applied to one who thinks it possible

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nometallist thinks this impossibU 
thinks there can be but one standard of 
value. The name monometallist is com- 
monly given to one who thinks gold 
ought to be the only standard, but there 
are also silver monometal lists. It may 
bo also Baid that one can believe in the 
use of gold and silver as currency, and 
yet hold to gold as the only standard. 

" 'Ratio' is the promised weight of the 
silver to the gold dollar. The present 
legal ratio is 10 to 1. That is tiie silver 
dollar must weigh 10 times as much as 
the gold dollar, (iold was formerly 10 
times as valuable as silver. Now it is

" 'Bimetallisf is a term now common- 
ly applied to one who thinks it possible 
to have a double standard of value, of 
two metals, as silver and gold.

DOtnataltiat thinks this impossible. He 
thinks there can be but one standard of 
value. The name monometallist is com- 
monly given to one who thinks gold 
ought to be the only standard, but there 
are also silver raonomctallists. It may 
be also said that one can believe in the 
use of gold and silver as currency, and 
yet hold to gold as the only standard.

HIGHWAYS 

The New Road And Passway Which 
Went Into Effect October 3rd 1893. 

That the member! of the Fiscal Cour 
and the public may learn some of the 
most important features embraced in 
chapter 232, regulating the maintenance 
and creation of public reads and 
ways says the Kliisaliethtown News, we 
extract from a certified copy of the al«>ve 
law the follow ing sections, the enf 
inent of which went into effect on the 
3rd inst. There are 47 sections in this 
chapter, but we have room to pu 
only the following this week: 

Sec. HI. The. Fiscal Court shall have 
full -power and authority to levy an ad 
valorem tax, for road and bridge pur- 
poses, of not exceeding twenty-five cents 
per year on each one hundred dollars 
worth of property, assessed for State and 
county taxation, to be collected ii

If the Fiscal Court shall so 
decide any taxpayer who shall so desire 
shall have the privilege of working on 
the public roads in his county sufficient- 
ly long to pay his road and bridge tax, 
but shall work to.- the same compensa- 
tion per day, and the same number of 
hours per day, and under the same regu- 
lations, that other hands employed to 
work on the roads, and the supervisor 
shall give, such persons who desire to 
pay his road tux in work, a receipt sis-ci- 
fying the number of days he may so 
work, and if the work done shall equal 
his tax at the specified price agreed on*, 
then such receipt shall be evidence of 
the payment of his road and bridge tax 
iu full, but If he only works out a part of 
said tax, the receipt shall only evidence 
such part payment thereof.

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TORNADO SWEPT, 

TERRIFIC WIND AND RAIN STORM 
IN THE SOUTH. 

Scores of Live* Lost and Much 
Property Destroyed. 

Nkw Oki.kans, La., Opt. 2.— A terrific 
tornado struck New Orleans late hint 
night, coming from the northeast, anil 
raged here all night aud a jwrtion of to- 
day, sweeping south from here along the 
line of the Mississippi ttiver, through 
the Parish of I'laquemine to the Quit.
